But If we are to beUeve the iVorddeufsohe AO- 
gameine zettung then the Jesuits are a t the bot- 
tom of tbe attempted assassination, aa they have 
been, we suppose, at the root of every political 
mnrder since the development of the Order. Snch, 
at least, Is tbe popular logic. The first comnarison 
of Kallmann by the Berlin papers was wltn Pran- 
QOlB Ravalllac, the m urderer of King Henri IV., 
and to support the comparison the NorOdeutachB 
AUgemetne i^itung brought an entire column of 
quotations from the worxs of celebrated Jesntt 
writers to prove that, according to the tenets held 
by them, assassination was In some oases jnstlfla- 
ble and for tbe good of humanity. Anu undoubt­ 
edly It was, as historians do not hesitate to say. 
Here, as everywhere, the figure of Hanthaler 
seems to have stood before the official vision like 
a terrible nightmare as the leader of a diabolical 
plot concocted by tne Catholic societies to which 
RuUmann belonged. Tbe papers cried ont day 
after day that the 
••INTELLECTUAL OBIOINATOBS” OF THE PLOT 
shonld be sought out and brought to punishment^ 
The DerUn AiOogTraphlc Corresponaenoe demanded* 
as the'“necessary consequence” of tbe Kisslngen 
attempted assassination ‘•that those pers«ns (re- 
lerrlng to leaders and speakers of the Catholic 
Cnlon) who have stirred up the agitation should 
he subjected to tbe sharpest weapons which the 
law has placed In the hands of tbe government.” 
I'be same Journal made Kallmann to be the “rep­ 
resentative of the rude, Ignorant masses of tho 
Catholic population, filled by persons of ccciesias.

This lan­ 
guage, which represents only too well tbe tone of 
the entire Berlin press, received sharp rebukes 
Irom some of the more temperate Journals or tbe 
Kouth. 
Tbe Frankfort JoumoU declared It was 
tune lor an end to be made to the insane hue and 
cry against the ultramontane party. ••Truly,” It 
said, “this is the same method wltn which we charge 
tbe Jesuits, first insinuate the crime and then de­ 
nounce the punishment. The principle of the pnn- 
lahable moral complicity of a political party In the 
crime of an individual or In a complot Is a logical 
absurdity. We demand that the guilty persons be 
sought out and punished; hut we re/nse to admit 
the principle of moral complicity on tbe basis of 
whiob a campaign of persecution can be opened 
against an entire party.”

London, July 28,1874. 
One of the first exonrslons from London to be 
nnderuken by American visitors wUl probably be 
to Windsor Castle, a spot which has been familiar­ 
ized to them by frequently reproduced Illustrations 
and which, perhaps, with the exception of tbe 
Tower of London, possesses more historical Inter­ 
est than any other building In Britain. It was 
originally bnilt by Wiinam the Conqueror, and has 
been the frequent residence of the sovereigns of 
England, up to the present time, though, under 
the auspices of Oeorge IV. It was so altered 
and moderntied that It Is only at Its western ex­ 
tremity that one can trace out the remains of the 
castle of the thirteenth oeutnrj. 
There are two 
railway routes to Windsor from London; one by 
the South Western, irom Waterloo; but the easier 
and pleasanter la by the Great Western, from Pad­ 
dington, a short ran of balf-an-honr throogh 
lovely cunntry, the terminus being immediately 
beneath the castle wall. As to see the Castle and 
Park win take up the best part of a long day It is 
advisable to order dinner beforehand at either tho 
White Hart, or the Oastle, In the town. Both are 
I good and both are sufficiently dear, but the White 
Hart Is the one to which I am most accustome i, 
and I would strongly recommend my transatlantic

Indeed, the greater part of w hat 
are chronicled as the military glories of France 
were due strictly to the 
diplomacy that 
divided and otherwise crippled her enemies. 
All Germany under one fiag never was arrayed 
agednst France until in our own time, when the 
race of French diplomatists seems to be run 
o ut 
And what can be thonght of the genera­ 
tion of ambessadors that the French Eepublio- 
has scattered at the various capitals as its rep- 
resentatives? 
As in the-Nar only the German 
generals seemed to be conscious that such a 
man as the First Napoleon had ever lived, 
and seemed alone to have studied his cam­ 
paigns, must it be also acknowledged that 
only the Germans have comprehended Talley, 
rand and perceived ho-w to apply his processes 
to new facts?

It is not the fashion of the 
German government to neglect any of the pos­ 
sible points of advantage to itself that are pre- 
aented in the complications of. its dealings 
with other Powers; and in treating with Spain 
for support, the importance of which it is 
hardly possible to exaggerate, the Germans 
have not overlooked the Spanish possessions 
in our neighborhood. 
All Spanish govemmentB have very loudly 
declared their indisposition to alienate the 
remnant of the Spanish poBsessions in our 
hemisphere, and the retention of these posses­ 
sions has become with all governments a sort 
of point of honor—very ridiculous, no doubt,

The general results of the recent elections 
in Kentucky, Tennessee, Mississippi, end most 
notably in North Carolina, indicate an ex­ 
tensive popular reaction against tbe party in 
possession of the national government. 
The 
same general causee which, from the Ohio 
election of October last, have been operating 
in the North to the prejudice of the republi­ 
cans, from the Now England to the North­ 
western States inoloaive, are evidently at work 
tbronghont the South, notwithstanding the 
apparent diversity of opinions and parx>OBe8 
between the opposition elements of the two 
sections. 
'The republicans charged their de­ 
feat in Ohio last fall to a short vote, to general 
apathy in their ranks and to tbe interposition 
of such side issues p» the temperance question, 
which carried off the balance of power. 
To 
general apathy and the new disturbing faction 
of tbe grangers they charged their November 
losses in the North’west, and their narrow 
escape from a complete overthrow in New 
York to too much oonfldsnee in their fifty 
thousand majority of 187SL 
Tbe results in all these oases were held by 
tbe republicans as of no material importance, 
inasmuch as no national candidates or issnes 
were directly involved. 
In short, 1872 was 
that “off year” in our party politics, the 
year immediately following the exhausting 
strain and excitements of the Presidential 
contest, which, in the results of its State 
elections, signified nothing, because the suc­ 
cessful party of 1872 had nothing to lose or 
to fear from these elections of 1873, and could 
therefore well afford to resta season from their 
labors. 
But, the republican organs argued, 
our reserves, which remained at home in 1873, 
will be brought out to the Oongreseional elec­ 
tions' of 1874, and it vrill then be made mani­ 
fest that the integrity of the republican party 
has not been shaken, and that the apparent 
political reaction of 1873, like that of 1867, 
really signifies nothing. 
But the elections, so far, of 1874 tsaoh us a 
different lesson. 
From New Hampshire and 
Connecticut, from Oregon, Kentucky, Termes- 
see, Mississippi and North Carolina, we have 
the suggestive record of republican defeats 
aud opposition successes or of opposition 
gains and republican losses. 
Disturbing local 
divisions and factions are still pleaded as the 
explanation of these republican reverses; but 
if these disturbing forces exist from New 
Hampshire to Oregon and from Oregon to 
North OaroUna, is not the general outlook 
for the year to the republican party unusually 
dark and discouraging? 
The truth is that 
that efpirit of unity, harmony and active oo- 
qpeiation which has heretofore existed be­ 
tween the party and tbe national administra* 
tioD exists no longer. 
The objects of the 
party are no longer the purposes of the 
administration. 
The compact between the 
President and the party entered into in 1868 
has expired. 
The engagements of the party 
were fulfilled in his election for a second 
term, and the reciprocal duties of General 
Grant have been discharged in the completion 
of the republican programme of Southern 
reconstruction and restoration. 
Grant is no 
longer bound os an agent of tbe party, and the 
party is no longer bound to his administra­ 
tion. 
But with this release as on agent can Gen­ 
eral Grant rightfully claim the employment 
of the patronage of his agency in a new de­ 
parture for still another term in opposition to 
the party from which he holds this agency ? 
"Whatever may be the moral law or obligation 
upon this 8ubj“ot it is sufficient for our pres­ 
ent argument that General Grant considers 
bis Executive patronage his personal property, 
and that he has so disposed of it from the 
nomination of his first Cabinet to this day. 
Here the trouble begins which threatens the 
party electing him; the deadweight of another 
Tyler or Fillmore or Johnson. 
Here wo 
reach the solution of our State elections since 
last October. 
No reasoning man can doubt 
that General Grant is aiming for a third term; 
no man believes that the republican party out­ 
side the intrenched camp oí the office-holders 
desires or expects his nomination as the party 
candidate for 1876, and no republican feels 
sure of the continued support of the party by 
the President in the nomination of any other 
man in his place for the snccession. 
Nor since last autumn has General Grant 
shown any feeling but that of indifference in 
regard to the resulte of the State elections. 
The administratiou did nothing for the repub­ 
lican ticket last spring in New Hampshire or 
Connecticut, and did nothing to save tbe 
party from its recent heavy defeat in North 
Carolina. 
On the other hand, in 1872 no 
stone was left unturned by the administration 
to carry these States, and they all were caur- 
ried. 
The conclusion inevitably follows that 
General Grant now desires to prove to the re­ 
publican party that he is necessary to its suo- 
cess a nd upon his own terms, or that bo de­ 
sires a new party in its place and under the 
flag of General Grant for a third term. 
For either of these designs bis reticence 
upon this third term mystery is working well 
in the demoralization of the republican party, 
and there is no third proposition which will 
fit the case. 
Returning, then, to these recent 
Southern elections, their bearing upon the 
Presidential succession may bo readily de­ 
fined. 
They do not point to General Grant as 
tbe republican candidate; they have not turned 
upon Grant as the probable opposition candi­ 
date. 
They point to the overthrow of the re­ 
publican party and the administration. 
In 
short, the opposition argument against the 
dominant party is its argnment against the 
continnnnce of Grant’s administration. 
How, 
then, the Southern opposition elements are to 
detach the administration from the despotic 
acts, UHurfjations and corruptions of the re­ 
publican party in the nomination of General 
Grant for a third term wo cannot tell. 
We 
see, however, that this difficulty of a third 
term is breaking down the republican organi­ 
zation, and that the continued silence of Gen­ 
eral Grant will result, first, in an opposition 
majority in the next House of Representatives, 
and next, perhaps, in another messfxge to the 
two houses congratuluiing them upon the ex­ 
tinction in onr recent elections of those party 
linee which have heretofore divided the people 
and determined in advance tbe results of our 
poUtioal

Obs of tbs most hnportsnt questions arising 
out of the struggle after progress whloh dis­ 
tinguishes tbe preaeot age has been how to 
obtain equality of ednostion for both sexes.

The 
supporters of the existing state of society and 
those who proposed to discover something bet­ 
ter entered the discussion, not so much as phi­ 
losophers seeking the solution of s difficult 
problem as advocates and partisans. Each side 
pleaded ite case under the influence of passion 
or prejudice, and the result was an ever- 
widening breach between the disputants, 
while little real light was thrown on tbe 
question

that there 
exist 
certain 
well 
defined differences of 
organization 
between the male and female which render it 
impossible for the woman ever to perform 
efficiently man’s work. 
On thh other, the 
manifest superiority of many women to the 
mass of men in special fields of intellectual 
labor ú adduced as proof of what all women 
may achieve when they obtain facilities of 
ednostion similar to those enjoyed by men. 
Each of these views deserves attention, but 
neither deals with the whole truth upon which 
the value of a decision must rest 
Dr. Ed­ 
ward H. Clarke, in his speech at Detroit at 
the Educational Convention, took this con­ 
troversy out of the field of vague speculation. 
He dealt with it ably and dispassionately as a 
purely scientiflo question capable of solution 
by laws whose workings are subject to ob­ 
servation and direct ezamiiution. 
This mode 
of treatment 
sweeps away effectively tbe 
theories of those who teach that woman 
has 
a higher mission than that 
given 
her by nature. 
Few men of intelligence 
wiU 
deny that it is 
desirable to cul­ 
tivate as fpUy as possible the intellectual 
power of -women as wsU as of men. 
But when 
this admission has been made the question 
still remains—How must woman be educated 
so as best to fulfil her destiny In the 
social economy ? 
Her first and noblest duty 
is to the race, and any scheme of intellectual 
culture which foils to recognize this foot can­ 
not be accepted as tending to the benefit or 
elevation of mankind. 
First we must pre­ 
serve the race ; afterwards we can elevate it. 
The weakness of what we may call the woman’s 
emancipation movement has been due to the 
ignoring of this fundamental law, upon which 
the very existence of the human race depends. 
We want cultured womanhood, but with the 
womanhood not weakened or eliminated by 
the culture. In both sexes the brain is evolved 
from the organization and is favorably or un- 
fovotably affected by the normal or abnormal 
performance of the ftinotions. 
So much 
science teaches us, and its lessons oannot be 
safely 
ignored. 
It 
is 
quite 
possible 
to 
obtein 
a 
high 
development of 
a 
part or parts of the human system at the 
expense of the remaining parts, but the 
result is a marked deterioration in the organi­ 
zation. 
The best results are given when all 
the faculties are developed in due proportion, 
and this can only be done by following the 
laws of our physical conformation. 
It is evi­ 
dent that for both sexes the same mode of 
training will not give equally good results. 
The differences of organization are funda­ 
mental and radioaL 
They caimot be disre­ 
garded without serious injury to those who 
refuse to submit to the laws imposed by na­ 
ture. 
They necessitate a difference in educa­ 
tion between the sexes, but do not necessarily 
prevent women aspiring to the highest cul­ 
ture. 
But she must do so in accordance with 
the higher law oí being to which every 
human creature is subject. 
Brain exercise is 
good for woman as for man—it not only de- 
velops the brain but exerts a healthful and 
conservative influence on the inferior organs. 
B at in 
order 
that it may 
exert 
this 
healthful influence cerebral architecture re­ 
quires that every function and organ of 
the system shall have appropriate develop­ 
m ent 
Nature has placed an insnrmonntable 
barrier between the sexes, and those levellers 
who would undo natnre's work by turning 
women into indifferent men are enemies of 
the human race. 
Men and women differ most 
widely in their highest types. 
The qualities 
which excite the highest admiration are those 
which are most distinct, and which could 
never become common to the sexes under any 
possible state of society. 
In view of these 


I facts it might be well for those who seek to 
I give woman more importance in the world to 
I recognize that her highest intellectual and 
! moral development must take place in tlie 
sphere in which nature placed her. 
Once she 
passes beyond the limits laid down in the 
eternal laws, her usefulness comes to an end.

King Caucus is a very powerful potentate, 
whom nobody likos, but whom everybody en­ 
dures.

When a nomination is to be 
made, whether it be for President of the 
United States or a town constable, it is the 
caucas which dictates the nomination. 
How 
the caucus came into existence or how it is 
composed nobody seems to know nor very

Indifferent people take no part

i are never more than two or three In each 
I party in the same election district, manipulate 
matters to suit themselves. 
It is not difficult 
to understand that a system based upon tbe 
will of a few men among the many s\^ould be 
a sham, and that ite operations, whether in a 
I county.

j be very far from expressive of the real will of

The caucus system is an irre-

The earth is now rapidly nearing tbe mar­ 
gin of the great August meteor stream which 
has of late years excited so much astronomic 
inquiry. 
On the 10th inst we approach a 
belt of meteors which exceed in number and 
splendor those of the November period, but; 
unlike the latter, is not directly crossed. Th< 
harbinger of the Augost stxaam was sesa on 
the night of the 2d, as a magnificent meteor 
of dazzling brillianc^ and, no doubt, the 
present phenomenon will attract mush atten­ 
tion. 
In 1867 one of the moet astonishing 
meteoric displays was oonneoted with the first 
comet of 1866, and since that time the scien­ 
tific minds of tbe day have settled down upon 
the conviction that the comets belong to the 
meteor system» 
The established identity 
of some 
comebary orbits 
and 
meteors 
appears 
to 
entitle 
this 
to 
tbe 
dig­ 
nity 
of actual discovery. 
If 
this 
be 
admitted 
the 
August 
meteors 
are 
of 
surpassing number and beauty. 
The Norem- 
ber showers, brilliant as they are, hare been 
associated with a comet of insignificant di­ 
mensions, while those of the present month 
have been referred to a oomet of extraordinary 
size. 
The inference drawn by astronomers, 
therefore, is that during tbe antomnal display 
we are passing through a small meteoric sys­ 
tem, but in August we verge only on the boiw 
der of a very much larger system and only see 
its outliers. 
During the present recurrence of 
this phenomenon it may prove that the oomet 
lately visible was the nucleus of the August 
system, and a new clew may be furnished by 
which to identify the, seemingly different and 
disconnected wonders. 
The popular apprehension felt in former 
ages from the approach of the brighter comets 
has not been entirely lacking, when it was 
known the earth was about to intersect tbe 
great meteoric streams. 
The enormous size 
of some aürolites, shot from ep&oc into the 
earth’s atmosphere and penetrating oocasioB- 
ally to ite omst, has invettod the meteoric 
shower with an interest sometimee coupled srith 
alarm. 
The celestial rocket may he very en­ 
gaging to the ey^ hut it is not pleasant to 
think of the blazing mass, sometimes of 
almost asteroidal size and of several tons 
weight, within a few miles, falling earthward 
vrith a velocity fifty times that of a railway 
train. 
There is no doubt, however, that the 
resistance of our atmosphere develops suffi­ 
cient heat by friction to fuse and vaporize the 
shooting star, so that it reaches the earth in a 
dissipated form. 
The numbsr of 
solid 
aérolites actually striking the earth 
with 
violence and peril to man is very smalL 
In 
England only twenty are recorded, and this is 
a very small proportion, considering that every 
year our phmet intersaots or grazes more than 
a handled of these densely crowded meteor 
streams. 
Out of the twenty British aérolitee 
only four fell daring the month of August, 
their 
descent 
occurring 
between 
ths 
4th 
and 9th 
days. 
The 
only 
causs 
for apprehension has been 
tbe 
earth’s 
attraction, 
and 
it 
has been 
supposed 
this was influential in drawing these flying 
masses toward us. 
B at as trono mers have con­ 
clusively disposed 
of such a hypothesis, 
since the solar attraction is proved all-control­ 
ling within the vast domain of the solar sys­ 
tem. 
The meteoric families sweeping through 
space in obedience to solar attraction rush 
by the points where their track is closest to 
the earth’s orbit as unchecked as the express 
train by a village station. 
As a great astrono­ 
mer tells us, such a meteoric body coming 
from the stellar depths toward the sun could 
no more be tamed aside by the earth’s attrac­ 
tion than a railway train could be caused to 
leave the rails by the attraction of a toy mag­ 
net. 
The forthooming display of meteoric fir»* 
works may, therefore, be composedly studied, 
and, it is to be hoped, with new disclosures to 
our attentive star gazers and scieutists.

A DREADED VISIT. 


Itoeweaee af SmaUpra ia tba CUpwTba 
Disease Ceaflaetf to an Pptowa Dls- 
trlet—Oppeeitloa of tbe People to tbe 
Boardof Heaitb—W bat Ore. Harrio aad 
Jm jnm Sap o f It—S tern M eaenree Needed. 
That dreaded econrge known as the emaUpox to 
making lu appearance in tbe city again In a eome- 
what tnreatcning form, though not to tbe extent 
that some Brooklyn reports would have tbe people 
believe. Brooklyn probaoly intends this as a New 
York offset to their own scandal, #0 that the ex­ 
travagance of the reporta may be accounted for. 
Still there can be no question that thto most fear- 
ful of maladies has been making a progress in the 
upper districts of the city which mnst be paid rigid 
auentlon to it an epidemic to to be averted. 
The district in wrloh tbe malady hae appeared to 
above Fiftieth street, and la mainly on the east 
Bide of the city, and in the poorer quartera prin­ 
cipally. The disease seems to have aettled more 
particularly In that district bounded by Ninetieth 
street on one end and 120tU street on the other, 
and between Fouith avenue and the river front. 
Between Ninety-first and I06tli streets, among tne 
snaniles, where the Irish squatters still remain, 
and along Third avenue, where, in various disused 
factories and tumbledown tenement bouses, a 
numocrof tbe poorest Italians have taken ups 
temporary residence, the disease appears to have 
originated, and thus tor to have remained wlthont 
much spreading. It has also taken hold of a dis­ 
trict near tbe river, near 119tb street, where some 
quantity ol poor people reside In an excessively 
bnddled-np condition. 
THE BOARD OF HEALTH’S ACTION. 
These facts have, ol course, been known to the 
Board of Health, which has, with commendable 
promptltnde, taken cognizance of the subject and 
removed many of those attacked with the disease 
to the smallpox Hospital on Blackwell’s Island. 
In doing this it would appear, however, that the 
Inspectors of the Board have met with unusaal 
difficnlty, as among the squatters there appears to 
be no small amount of opposition to any action by 
the Board regarding the removal of those among 
them who have been attacked by tbe muauy, 
fearing either that their relatives aud friends will 
be harshly dealt with or killed by transportation. 
Wherever these squatters nave had ¿any snsploton 
of the Board oi Health Inspectois coming 
dowu upon them they have removed the sick to 
other shanties. This stupid course, instead of 
allaying, has propagated tbe disease, aud it 
adds also enormously to the difficulty of the In­ 
spectors in ferreting it out. They have had some­ 
times to BO around to several shanties before they 
have been able to And one case they were after, 
and this In opposition to tbe inabitants of each 
place they have gone to. These people preserve a 
secrecy it is bard to overcome, and many ne 
cases nave grown out of the contagion which baa 
been spread in this manner. »tlll the greatest ex­ 
ertions are being made to overcome this antipathy 
to thctr own Interests, and In the ehd they wUl 
probably be successiul. 
w aftino suallfox on the w ind. 
It has also been stated tnat In the region of Fif­ 
tieth Bireet, opposite the Chatty Hospital, the small­ 
pox has made Its appearance lu a somewhat alarm­ 
ing manner. The Rev. Alvah Wlswall, Master of 
»t. John’s Guild, said to a H erald reporter that 
sevjiai physicians nad spoken to him of the prev­ 
alence 01 Hiuail-pox in this quarter, aud that they 
attributed It to the emanations irom the Small­ 
pox Hospital on tne Isiano, the wind carrying the 
contagion irom Blackwell’s Island to tbe shore. 
If the theory oi these physicians be true, the nar­ 
row branch of a river is, aiter al), no preventive of 
tne spread of the disease to the thickly settled 
portions of the city. 
WHAT DR. HARRIS SAYS. 
A reporter or the Herald called yesterday Bfter- 
Dooa upon Dr. Elisha Harns, statisttclan to tbe 
Board of Health, to ascertain huw tor these re­ 
ports of the existence of the malady were true, 
and shontng him a sensational report from a 
Brooklyn paper concerning the spread of small- 
pox in the city. 
Dr. Harris sad tbe reports were grosaly ex­ 
aggerated, but that there was a leaven of truth 
m them. It was absurd to eay that the disease 
was caused by bad ventilation or filth, us it was 
well known that the disease was contaalons and 
caught from the oeraon. In the enanty district, on 
tbe rocks irom Ninety-first to lOUib street, small­ 
pox bad of late manifested Itself In a somewhat 
more extended form than usual, and unlortunateiy 
among a population where it was bard to extir­ 
pate It, owing tu the secretivenesa of the people. 
Dr. Harris then stated what has beeu said above 
regarding the manner in wblcn the people with­ 
held inlormation irom the health authorities. He 
said tnat Dr. eaync. Registrar ol Vital Statistics, 
knew more of the localities where the disease 
existed than he, and could give more detailed in- 
loimatiou coaccrnliig it. 
Dr. Harris thcu cuiied up the other gentleman 
and asked him to give tho Herald reporter any 
facts within hia knowledge. 
Dr. Jayne stated that m the neighborhood of the 
gasworks in 12lst street the sm.iilpax bad not ap­ 
peared m anv threatening lorm, but was malniy 
uonflncd tu the Irish and Italians in tbe district 
already named. 
“Have there been many deaths within the past 
week?” 
“ lUere have been,” said Dr. Harris, “thirty 
deaths ill the hospital among those who have been 
removed from tho city, and three deaths In the 
city. If I recollect the figures correctly. In all 
thirty-three deaths.*' 
“And bow many new cases have there been 
during the week 7” 
“I believe about forty in all,’’ said the doctor. 
“It looks seiluus, but, 1 have no doubt, can be con­ 
fined to the people among whom It originated.” 
OPPO.-,ITU)N TO be OVERCMME. 
Dr. Jayne added that the inspectors wonld 
oblige thesv people to give up tneir sick, as on no 
accouiii could MIC uuiniicr ol lending the sick be 
allowed to go on. .some of ttie luspectors—two 
notably—had imd some froiihle In thcir attempt to 
remove the sick. In an^^wer to some questions, 
Dr.’.i.iyiie said that among the Italians a whole 
l.'tmily had been louud attacked with the disease, 
in Third aveuuo, near Niuety-flrst street, and all 
had beeu promptly removed to the island, where 
some 113(1 died. Among tho Irish In the .same 
ipiaiier. only a little removed Irom the Italniu 
case, three children had died of me disease and 
two more had been stricken with It. These had 
also been removed to the hospital on the island. 
These were the most notable instabce-s of the ex­ 
tent ol the disease, but mere were other solitary 
cases, of course. 
• Do you know of a case of a Mrs. Ourkrldge, a 
wealthy lady, of 135th street, lu carman.ivlile, 
•who IS said to have caught the diseaso wnile vis­ 
iting some tenants in Third avenue and iieth 
street, and to have died of itf” asked the reporter. 
••I believe there was such a case,” said Doctor 
Harris; ••though wo don’t know how she caught 
the di.sease or wncre.” 
••Have you heard of there being much smallpox 
in tne quarter where this ladv lived7” 
•‘No; It docs not exist to any exteut, nnd thto 
was a solitary death in that quarter,*’ answered 
Dr. Harris. “ There Is really no need of alarm 
about tho disease, and means exist oy which It 
can be got under conimand.

A repetition of 
this Is feared when the schools reopen in Septem­ 
ber. Besides tbe mixed school featore tbe Com­ 
missioners have by this action praoUcally over­ 
turned the whole school system of tbe Dlstriet, 
and they did It in utter ignorance of tbe wonts 
and requirements of the schools, for they did not 
consult with a single prominent school officer. If 
they had done so they would have been told that 
tbe new Board could not carry oat tbe existing 
school system, which has for years met the ap- 
preval of the citizens of Washington, and under 
which tbe schools have attained a very high de­ 
gree of excellence.

The annual report on ths oommsrclat relations 
between the United States and foreign nations, 
for the year ending September 30, 1878, has Just 
been issued from the Oovernmont Printing Office. 
It IS a volume *of 1,260 pages. Tne papers trans­ 
mitted consist of, first, a series of tabular state­ 
ments relating to the commerce of foreign conn- 
tries—irom statistloal publtoatlons of foreign gov; 
srnments—received during the past year. Sec­ 
ond, ten commnmcations irom diplomatic offi­ 
cers, and third, 176 reportA carsfnlly revised in 
the Department of State, toom consular officers of 
aU grades. It appears from tbe report that the 
statement of Brltleb commerce for the year 1872— 
the latest annual exhibit in possession of

From letters 
lound in the possession of Van Allen, w ritten by 
Mrs. Farr, It appears that there was a cause lor 
jealousy. In oue sue speaks of giving him a dose, 
and regrets th at It failed to accom plish her m ur­ 
derous purpose. The ju ry lound as follows 
“That Epliraim Farr cam e to nla death by an In­ 
cised wound on tne left side, betw een the third 
ana tourth ribs, and entering tbe heart, caused by 
a knlie in tne hands of w uuam Jedediah Van Al­ 
len.”
